North¬ 
ern  and  Southern  Baptists  seem  to 
be  moving  toward  competition  i  n 
each  other’s  fields,  rather  than  co¬ 
operation.  *  Southern  Baptists  are 
pushing  north,  and  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention  is  considering  a 
change  of  name  to  “American  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention*  to  .escape  the  im¬ 
plication  of  geographical  limits. 
Presbyterians  U.  8  .  and  U.  8  A., 
appear  to  be  growing,  rather  than 
working,  in  the  direction  of  union, 
but  without  haste.  Lutherans  in  the 
United  States  are  stirred  by  a  move¬ 
ment  to  federate  and  perhaps  even¬ 
tually  merge  their  many  bodies.

Even  though  »c  have 
sefed  foolishly  about  many  things 
and  given  stingily  in  many  instan¬ 
ce*.  be  continues  to  bless  us  and 
five  us  great  prosperity. 

S.  Mississippi  Baptists  are  great 
la  the  number  of  churches.  These 
churches,  large  and  small,  city  and 
country,  weak  and  small  art*,  in 
varying  degrees,  trying  to  win  the 
lost  anti  to  enlist  the  saved.  Few 
people  in  Mississippi  are  beyond 
the  reach  of  some  Baptist  church. 

4.  Mississippi  Baptists  have  a 
great  group  of  preachers.  Their 
seal  is  excelled  by  none,  their  con¬ 
secration  matches  that  of  any 
other  group.

Learn  what  we  believe  as  Baptists 
and  then  stand  for  those  beliefs. 


4.  KoUblish  a  family  altar.  Thu 

Devil  finds  it  hard  to  make  much 
headway  in  a  family  where  there 
is  a  family  altar.  We  do  not  know 
of  an  indifferent  Baptist  who  luis 
a  family  altar  in  his  home.  In  our 
own  home  we  find  it  most  practi¬ 
cal  to  liave  tlus  service  around  the 
brrakfast  table,  ('.house  your  own 
most  convenient  time  but  choose 
it.  Heading  a  passage  from  God’s 
wort!  and  praying  to  the  Heavenly 
Father  hel|is  tow  an!  a  more  spiri¬ 
tual  life  and  leads  Christians  clos¬ 
er  to  God. 

5.  If  not  already  a  tither.  start 

qow.  No  one  can  make  you  keep 
it  up.  but  if  you  try  it  for  a  while 
you  won't  want  to  give  it  up.  You 
will  improve  laitli  spiritually  and 
financially. 

ft.  Seek  to  win  some  unsaved 
person.  We  try  to  win  people  for 
other  things,  why  not  for  Christ. 
We  tell  about  how  good  our  car 
is,  how  we  tend  our  roses,  the 
reasons  we  are  for  a  particular 
candidate  for  office.  Certainly  we 
can  apeak  a  word  for  Him  wlio 
gave  himself  for  us. 

7.  Seek  to  so  live,  labor  and  sac¬ 
rifice  that  the  world  will  he  a  bet¬ 
ter  world  because  we  lived  in  it. 
Remember  that  "To  him  that 
knoweth  to  do  good,  anti  tloclli  it 
not.  to  him  it  is  sin." 

ft.  Re  considerate  of  others.  No 
two  people  are  alike.  If  they  do 
not  see  eye  to  eye  with  us,  let  ns 
not  consider  them  enemies.  Re¬ 
member  that  they  might  be  right. 
No  one  person  lias  all  the  w  isdom. 
Try  looking  for  the  good  points  of 
others  ami  overlooking  their 
faults.  It  sill  mean  much  to  you 
and  you  in  turn  will  menn  more 
to  others.

•xs  one  cent  members  of  Mississipbi  are  .Bap¬ 
tists. 

2.  Mississippi  Baptists  have  a 
great  God.  Kven  tljough  we  liave 
acted  foolishly  about  many  things 
ami  given  stingily  in  many  instan¬ 
ces.  he  continues  to  bless  us  and 
give  us  great  prosperity. 

3.  Mississippi  Baptists  are  great 
hi  the  number  of  churches.  These 
churches,  large  and  small,  city  and 
country,  weak  and  small  are,  in 
varying  degrees,  trying  to  win  the 
lost  and  to  enlist  the  saved.  Few 
people  m  Mississippi  are  beyond 
the  reach  of  some  Baptist  church. 

4.  Mississippi  Baptists  have  a 
great  group  of  preachers.  Their 
aeal  Is  excelled  by  none,  their  con¬ 
secration  matches  that  of  any 
ether  group.  They  not  only  faith¬ 
fully  serve  their  flocks  but  are 
constantly  seeking  out  other  plac¬ 
es  on  the  highways  and  in  the 
hedges  where  they  may  tell  the 
gospel  story. 

5.  Mississippi  Baptists  have  the 

cash.  In  generations  gone  by  most 
Baptists  came  from  the  lower  lev¬ 
els.  financially  speaking,  but  not 
so  today.  There  are  Baptists  from 
every  strata  of  society.  Some  of 
the  leaders,  socially,  politically,  fi¬ 
nancially  and  mentally  are  num¬ 
bered  among  our  constituency. 

6.  Mississippi  Baptists  have  a 
great  message.

Just  as  we  need 
daily  food  for  the  physical  body, 
so  do  we  need  daily  spiritual  food. 

2.  Fall  in  love  with  the  church. 
The  church  is  the  bride  of  Christ 
and  as  such  demands  and  needs  ‘ 
our  fullest  loyalty.  The  church 
exists  for  the  propogation  of  the 
Gospel  of  Christ.  Let  us  resolve 
never  to  be  absent  from  her  serv¬ 
ices  unless  providentially  hin- 


4.  Establish  a  family  altar.  The 

Devil  finds  it  hard  to  make  much 
headway  in  a  family  where  there 
is  a  family  altar.  We  do  not  know 
of  an  indifferent  Baptist  who  has 
a  family  altar  in  his  home.  In  our 
own  home  we  find  it  most  practi¬ 
cal  to  have  this  service  around  the 
breakfast  table.  Choose  your  own 
most  convenient  time  but  choose 
it.  Reading  a  passage  from  God’s 
word  and  praying  to  the  Heavenly 
Father  helps  toward  a  more  spiri¬ 
tual  life  and  leads  Christians  clos¬ 
er  to  God. 

5.  If  not  already  a  tither,  start 
now.  No  one  can  make  you  keep 
it  up,  but  if  you  try  it  for  a  while 
you  won’t  want  to  give  it  up.  You 
will  improve  both  spiritually  and 
financially. 

6.  Seek  to  win  some  unsaved 
person.  We  try  to  win  people  for 
other  things,  why  not  for  Christ. 
We  tell  about  how  good  our  car 
is,  how  we  tend  our  roses,  the 
reasons  we  are  for  a  particular 
candidate  for  office.  Certainly  we 
can  speak  a  word  for  Him  who 
gave  himself  for  us. 

7.  Seek  to  so  live,  labor  and  sac¬ 
rifice  that  the  world  will  be  a  bet¬ 
ter  world  because  we  lived  in  it. 
Remember  that  ‘To  him  that 
knoweth  to  do  good,  anil  doeth  it 
not,  to  him  it  is  sin.” 

8.  Be  considerate  of  others.  No 
two  people  are  alike.  If  they  do 
not  see  eye  to  eye  with  us,  let  us 
not  consider  them  enemies.  Re¬ 
member  that  they  might  be  right 
No  one  person  has  all  the  wisdom. 
Try  looking  for  the  good  points  of 
others  and  overlooking  their 
faults.  It  will  mean  much  to  you 
and  you  in  turn  will  mean  more 
to  others.

message  in  many  places  under  great 
difficulty.  Persecution  and  suppres¬ 
sion,  not  to  say  oppression,  is  the 
rule,  and  under  these  difficulties  our 
brethren  are  measuring  up  with  the 
courage  and  faith  of  the  early  Chris¬ 
tians. 

This  New  Year  should  witness  the 
removal  of  displaced  people  from  the 
terrible  conditions  in  which  they  have 
been  living,  to  much  more  comfor¬ 
table  surroundings.  We  are  still  mind¬ 
ful  that  there  are  millions  who  are 
not  classified  as  Displaced  Persons, 
but  have  even  greater  needs.  They 
must  have  our  love  and  concern  and 
help  In  the  spirit  of  our  Lord  who  Is 
no  respector  of  persons.  This  fellow¬ 
ship  which  we  have  in  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance,  is  something  which 
we  cherish  and  which  we  should  hold 
at  all  cost.  To  do  this  we  must  give 
much  thought  and  time  to  prayer.  If 
we  remain  constantly  In  prayer  we 
will  find  that  many  of  our  difficulties 
which  seemed  Insurmountable  will 
disappear. 

Let  us,  therefore,  in  this  New  Year, 
with  a  finner  purpose  than  ever,  de¬ 
vote  ourselves  to  prayer  and  service 
and  fellowship  in  the  spirit  of  the 
Lord  Je'-us.  If  we  but  know  His  mind, 
and  will  let  that  mind  control  us,  I 
am  sure  that  we  will  find  at  the  end 
of  this  year,  a  closer  cooperation,  not 
only  among  ourselves,  but  among  all 
believers  who  truly  believe  in  the 
Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Whatever  the  difficulties  are.  breth¬ 
ren,  let  us  face  them  in  the  same 
gracious,  sweet  spirit  in  which  those 
early  followers  of  our  Lord  faced  their 
difficulties  in  their  time.

CHURCH  BUSES  GET 
SPECIAL  LICENSE  PLATES 

RALEIGH,  N.  C.—  <RNSi  —North 
Carolina  has  begun  issuing,  at  a  re¬ 
duced  fee,  for  the  first  time  perma¬ 
nent  license  plates  for  buses  used 
solely  for  the  transportation  of  pas¬ 
sengers  to  and  from  church  services 
and  Sunday  school. 

There  Is  no  expiration  date  for  the 
tags,  which  are  issued  upon  payment 
of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  per  set  of  plates, 
which  ^remain  good  for  the  life  of  the 
vehicle  as  long  as  there  Is  no  change 
of  ownership. 

Issuance  of  special  tags  was  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  State  Legislature,  the 
act  becoming  applicable  to  1950  li¬ 
cense  plates  due  January  1.  Until  now, 
license  plates  for  such  vehicles  had 
to  be  obtained  every  year  at  the  usual 
rate  charged  for  other  vehicles  of 
their  type.

ANNISTON,  Ala— iRNS>— A  num¬ 
ber  of  ministers  helped  Sheriff  A.  A 
Pate  smash  $100,000  worth  of  whis¬ 
key,  wine  and  beer  against  the  court¬ 
house  wall  here. 

“This  is  the  greatest  thing  that  has 
ever  happened  in  Calhoun  County," 
said  the  Rpv.  A.  J.  Snider  as  he  broke 
bottles.  “It  has  saved  150  lives,  150 
divorces  and  5,000  children  who  could 
have  starved  to  death.” 

The  liquor  was  confiscated  over  a 
period  of  several  months.  Alabama  is 
a  “wet”  state,  but  much  of  its  liquor 
supply  seemingly  tries  to  avoid  pay¬ 
ment  of  taxes.

Federal  Aid  To  Church-Owned  Hospitals 
Violation  of  Constitution,  Says  Dawson 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.—  (BP)—  Is  H 
constitutional  for  church-owned  hos¬ 
pitals  to  receive  money  from  Federal 
or  State  government?  Dr.  Joseph  M. 

Danuon,  director,  Southern  Baptist 
PuMic  Affairs  Commission,  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C,  does  not  think  so.  He  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  Hill- Burton  Aet  is  a 
eienr  violation  of  the  First  Amend¬ 
ment  of  the  Constitution  and  that  no 
ehurch  hospital,  including  Baptist, 
should  receive  Federal  funds. 

He  made  this  statement  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  here.  To  support  his 
conclusion  he  cited  the  opinion  of 
two  Washington  attorneys,  E.  Hilton 
Jackson  and  Wade  B.  Hampton. 

The  lawyers  cited  the  recent  U.  8. 

Supreme  Court  findings  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  famed  McCollum  case, 

“No  tax  In  any  amount,  large  or  small, 
ean  be  levied  to  support  any  religious 
activities  or  institutions,  whatever 
they  may  be  called,  or  whatever  form 
they  may  adapt  to  teach  or  practice 
religion.  Neither  a  State  nor  the  Fed¬ 
eral  government  can,  openly  or  sec¬ 
retly,  participate  In  the  affairs  of 
any  religious  organizations  or  groups 
and  vice  versa." 

Mr.  Jackson  and  Mr  .Hampton 
thought  that  the  church -owned  hos¬ 
pital  Is  a  definite  “religious  activity.- 
They  said  that  the  hospital  Is  one  of 
the  “most  persuasive  and  effective 
means  of  propagating  faith." 

Dr.  Dawson  in  making  this  report, 
predieted  that  if  the  Hill-Burton  Aet 
to  challenged,  the  Supreme  Court,  in 
B»e  wRh  Ha  previous  decisions,  will 
hold  the  law  to  be  In  violation  of 
the  First  Amendment  and,  therefore, 
unconstitutional.  The  report  was  re¬ 
ceived  Into  the  records  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  CmmRtee.

A 
total  of  5,343  have  been  given  short¬ 
term  instruction  in  "Bible  institutes” 
and  6,563  boys  and  girls  have  received 
religious  instruction  in  special  sum¬ 
mer  time  schools  for  children  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  seminary. 

Dr.  Lang,  founder  and  president  of 
the  school,  is  a  veteran  public  school 
administrator  and  Negro  Baptist  min¬ 
ister.

The  Church  Must  Decide 
Meeting  Time 

It  lx  quite  natural  that  new  Broth- 
•rhoods,  and  occasionally  an  older 
3n«,  should  Inquire  as  to  the  best  time 
<o  meet.  We  wish  we  knew. 

There  are  approximately  27,000 
Southern  Baptist  churches,  and 
these  churches  are  located  In  twenty- 
three  states.  The  territory  stretches 
from  Oregon  In  the  Northwest  to 
Florida  In  the  Southeast,  and  from 
Maryland  In  the  Midwest  to  the  Rio 
Orande  Valley  In  the  Southwest. 

It  Is  a  practical  Impossibility  for  a 
general  office,  state  or  southwide,  to 
answer  the  Inquiry  specifically  and 
with  any  degree  of  satisfaction.  In¬ 
deed,  It  is  impossible  to  fix  a  suitable 
uniform  time  of  meeting  when  so 
many  churches,  operating  under  such 
differences  of  conditions,  are  in¬ 
volved;  when  the  men  of  these 
churches  have  such  a  variety  of  oc¬ 
cupations,  and  such  a  wide  diversity 
of  social,  civic,  and  business  responsi¬ 
bilities. 

Bach  church  will  have  to  canvass  Its 
own  situation,  then  select  a  time  when 
the  largest  number  of  men  can  come 
together  for  a  meeting  that  will  con¬ 
tribute  most  to  the  over-all  program 
of  the  church.  Not  only  Is  this  thor¬ 
oughly  Baptistic,  H  Is  the  only  pro¬ 
cedure  that  makes  sense. 

However,  we  are  convinced  that 
men  must  meet  frequently  to  get  the 
best  results.  We,  therefore,  urge  a 
weekly  meeting,  If  at  all  practical, 
leaving  the  day  and  the  hour  entirely 
to  the  discretion  of  the  Individual 
church. 

In  meeting  once  a  month,  the  meet¬ 
ings  are  spaced  so  far  apart  as  to 


make  a  continuity  of  program  and 
activity  very  difficult.  There  is  a 
question  that  weekly  meetings  are 
much  more  Interesting  and  effective.

PROTESTANTS,  CATHOLICS 

NASHVILLE.  Term. —  (BP) — Calling 
for  spiritual  upsurge  in  keeping  with 
mankind's  scientific  advance.  Dr. 
Duke  K.  McCall,  executive-secretary, 
Executive  Committee.  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  extended  New  Year’i 
salutation  to  Protestants  and  Roman 
Catholics  around  the  world. 

To  fellow  evangelical  Christians  he 
said,  "We  deplore  the  divisions  of 
Christianity  but  rejoice  that  God  haj 
been  able  to  use  our  denominational 
differences  even  to  make  us  ‘provoke 
one  another  to  good  works.’  We  en¬ 
treat  you  to  hold  fast  to  the  faith  of 
your  fathers,  not  because  we  desire 
the  perpetuation  of  our  difference*, 
but  because  we  believe  truth  will  ul¬ 
timately  triumph  in  an  atmosphere 
of  sincerity  as  it  never  will  where  ex¬ 
pediency  and  compromise  rule" 

Dr.  McCall’s  word  to  Roman  Cath¬ 
olics  was,  “We  petition  for  you  God'* 
guidance  as  you  set  aside  1950  as  a 
Holy  Year.  We  honor  your  loyalty  to 
your  church  and  your  unwavering 
opposition  to  Godless  communism..  We 
hope  in  1950  God  will  give  you  fre«h 
spiritual  insight  Into  that  which  you 
hold  to  be  the  truth  so  that  you  may 
trust  to  triumph  in  the  open  forum 
of  the  democratic  process  without  the 
oppression  of  those  evangelicals  who 
differ  with  you  as  in  Spain  today.  Try 
to  understand  the  vigor  of  our  oppo¬ 
sition  to  some  of  your  programs  in 
the  light  of  the  fate  of  our  forefa¬ 
thers  and  some  of  our  contemporaries 
who  have  suffered  in  lands  dominat¬ 
ed  by  your  church.  On  the  world’s 
scale  your  church  has  given  us  cau* 
to  fear  you.  Still,  we  would  deny  noth¬ 
ing  in  the  way  of  favors  In  and  from 
our  government  to  you  which  we  do 
not  deny  to  ourselves.

THE  CHURCH  EMPOWERED.  Acts  1. 
Exhortation:  Please  read  the  chapter  I 

L  PREPARATION 

Luke  the  Historian  tells  us  that  he  is 
now,  m  the  pamphlet  called  the  Book  of 
Acts,  to  continue  the  wonderful  story  he 
told  us  in  the  Gospel  of  Luke.  In  that 
writing  he  told  us  somewhat  at  the  story 
W  the  historic  Christ,  doe  Christ  who, 
coming  as  the  Babe  of  Bethlehem,  grew* 
to  manhood  in  'Tazareth,  was  baptized 
by  John  and  lived  out  the  period  of  His 
ministry  in  His  native  land,  climaxing 
that  period  with  His  redeeming  death 
and  Justifying  resurrection,  and  ascend* 
•d  to  the  righthand  of  the  throne  of  God. 

But  this  ascension  had  been  accom¬ 
plished  only  after  He  had  given  com¬ 
mandment  to  His  disciples  that  they 
were  to  wait  In  Jerusalem  for  the  com¬ 
ing  of  Himself  In  the  person  of  the  spirit 
tt  God,  Who  would  so  Identify  diriit 
with  them  that  they  would  thenceforth 
continue  the  work  of  Christ  on  earth, 
which  work  had  been  temporarily  Inter¬ 
rupted  by  His  death. 

So  Luke  regards  his  gospel  story  of 
Jesus  as  a  record  of  what  Jesus  began 
to  do  and  to  teach  while  here  in  His 
human  body,  and  the  Book  of  Acts  as  a 
record  (only  partially  complete,  of 
course)  of  what  Jesus,  from  His  throne 
of  power,  continued  to  do  and  to  teach 
as  He  lived  His  life  in  His  disciples, 
looking  through  their  eyes,  walking  with 
their  feet,  speaking  with  their  tongues, 
working  with  their  bands,  loving  with 
their  hearts. 

So  He  bade  them  tarry  for  the  em¬ 
powering,  and  they  tarried  for  a  period 
of  tec  days,  praying  and  performing  the 
duties  of  members  of  His  body  Just  as 
He  had  commanded  them.  They  got  to¬ 
gether,  they  no  doubt  strengthened  one 
another  by  testimonies  as  to  the  pres¬ 
ence  with  them  of  the  love  of  the  Lord, 
of  the  assurance  that  He  would  make 
sure  to  them  His  every  promise  and 
csrry  them  through  every  trial.  They 
continued  in  prayer  and  continued  in 
prayer  till  selfish  motives  were  all  melt- 
«d  out  of  their  hearts,  and  a  selfless  de¬ 
sire  succeeded,  a  desire  that  they  might 
see  the  glory  of  their  Lord  and  King 
come  uppermost  in.  the  world.  Perhaps 
the  greatest  effect  of  this  ten-days-long 
prayer  meeting  was  one  of  reflex  upon 
the  hearts  of  these  disciples.  By  the 
channel  of  prayer  they  brought  them¬ 
selves  Into  such  a  unity  of  spirit  and  de- 


The  Student  Body  of  Mississippi 
College  accepted  the  challenge  of  Dr. 
Preston  James  to  undertake,  through 
their  own  efforts,  to  Increase  the  en¬ 
dowment  of  the  college  by  at  least 
$5,000  by  commencement  of  this  year.

A  special  fund  has  been  designated 
into  which  all  donations  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted:  The  Student  Fund  for  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  Endowment.  The 
funds  are  deposited  In  the  Clinton 
Bank  In  a  special  account.  The  fund 
reached  $200  before  the  holidays. 

President  Nelson  is  speaking  of  this 
move  on  the  part  of  the  students 
says: 

"The  action  of  the  Student  Body 
.  .  .  means  the  domination  of  their 
enthusiasm  over  wide  areas  impelling 
multitudes  to  follow  their  worthy 
example.  The  president  of  the  College 
is  grateful  beyond  expression  for  this 
far  reaching  action  of  the  Student 
Body."

1950  WORLD  CONGRESS  PROGRAM  RELEASED  IN  PART 


The  preliminary  program  of  the 
next  Baptist  World  Congress,  sched¬ 
uled  for  July  22-27,  1950,  In  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  has  been  released  from  Baptist 
World  Alliance  Headquarters  in 
Washington,  and  gives  promise  of  a 
highly  profitable  and  Interesting 
time. 

The  Congress  Theme  Is  taken  from 
the  prologue  to  John’s  Gospel:  “And 
the  Light  Shlneth  In  the  Darkness." 
The  Light  motif  runs  through  the 
program  from  the  first  day  to  the 
last.  The  Keynote  address  at  the 
opening  session  on  Saturday  after¬ 
noon.  July  22,  is  on  the  subject:  "I 
am  the  Light  of  the  World.”  The  clos¬ 
ing  address  on  the  last  forenoon  of 
the  Congress,  Thursday  July  27,  will 
be  from  the  text:  “Ye  are  the  Light  of 
the  World.”  In  between  will  be  found 
subjects  like  “The  Light  of  Peace," 
"The  Light  of  Liberty.”  “The  Light  of 
Education,"  etc. 

Following  the  lines  of  the  Keynote 
address,  there  will  be  a  devotional 
speech  at  the  opening  of  each  mom- 
fcig  session,  Monday  through  Thurs- 
iay,  on  four  other  “I  am’s  of  Christ: 
1  am  the  Door,”  “I  am  the  Way,”  “I 
un  the  Truth,”  “I  sun  the  Resurrec¬ 
tion  and  the  Life.” 

Among  the  other  subjects  for  ad- 
Iresses  we  might  mention  “Christi¬ 
anity  in  the  Atomic  Age”;  “The  Basic 
rreedom";  “The  Importance  of  Eu¬ 
rope  In  the  World  Picture”;  "Totali¬ 
tarianism  and  the  Individual  Con¬ 
science";  “Christian  Light  on  Human 
Relationships”;  “Baptism  in  Present 
Day  Theology”;  “Evangelism  Today”; 
■Every  Baptist  a  Missionary";  ’The

Baptist  Fellowship”;  “The  Body  of 
Christ";  “The  Christ  of  Every  Day,”

zork  of  Andover-Newton  Theological 
School,  Massachusetts,  who  Is  consid¬ 
ered  especially  qualified  to  speak  on 
the  subject  of  Totalitarianism;  Rev. 
W.  L.  Jarvis,  prominent  preacher  of 
Sidney,  Australia;  Dr.  Kenneth  S.  La- 
tourette  of  Yale  University,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  world-historian  and  specialist  on 
missions;  Dr.  Robert  O.  Lee,  of  Ten¬ 
nessee.  eminent  preacher,  and  twice 
President  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention;  Dr.  F.  Townley  Lord,  pas¬ 
tor  of  Blocgnsbury  Central  Church, 
London,  editor  of  the  “Baptist  Times,” 
and  past-president  of  the  British 
Baptist  Union;  Dr.  Benjamin  Mays, 
of  Moorehouse  College,  Georgia,  prom¬ 
inent  educationalist  and  leader 
among  the  colored  Baptists  of  the 
U.  S.  A.;  Dr.  Robert  J.  McCracken,  of 
Scotland,  Canada  and  the  U.  8.  A., 
who  not  long  ago  gave  that  remark¬ 
able  sermon  on  “The  Lordship  of 
Jesus”  at  a  session  of  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention;  Dr.  M.  F.  Mc- 
Cutcheon  of  Montreal,  President  of 
the  Baptist  Federation  of  Canada; 
Principal  Johannes  Norgaard,  Den¬ 
mark,  honored  host  of  the  Copenha¬ 
gen  Congress  In  1947;  Professor  Er¬ 
nest  Payne,  Regent’s  Park  College, 
Oxford,  England,  already  prominent 


as  a  theologian;  Dr.  K.  McNeill  Poteat, 
formerly  president  of  Colgate-Rochea- 
ter  Theological  School,  now  pastor  in 
North  Carolina;  Rev.  Henrt  Vincent 
of  Paris,  pastor  of  the  Avenue  du 
Main  Church  and  trusted  leader  of 
French  Baptists;  President  W.  R. 
White,  of  Baylor  University,  Texas, 
the  largest  Baptist  school  in  the 
world. 

Later  on  we  shall  be  able  to  speak 
more  of  special  features  on  the  pro¬ 
gram,  the  numerous  sectional  meet¬ 
ings,  and  the  work  of  the  seven  Com¬ 
missions. 

This  time  we  shall  just  mention 
that  all  plenary  sessions  of  the  Con¬ 
gress,  with  the  exception  of  the  great 
Stadium  demonstration  on  Saturday 
evening,  will  be  held  Ih  the  City  Audi¬ 
torium,  which  seats  from  fifteen  to 
seventeen  thousand  people. 

The  President  of  the  United  States 
is  expected  to  speak  In  the  Stadium 
on  that  night  of  the  first  day.  A 
great  choir  of  four  to  five  thousand 
voices  will  sing.  A  never-to-be-forgot¬ 
ten  feature  that  evening  will  be  the 
Roll  Call  and  March  of  Nations. 

The  Presidential  address  of  Dr.  C. 
Oscar  Johnson,  President  of  tne  Bap¬ 
tist  World  Alliance,  will  be  given  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon.  The  Congress  Sermon 
by  Dr.  M.  E.  Aubrey  Is  scheduled  for 
Monday  evening.  The  great  Pageant 
on  “The  Light  of  Liberty”  will  be  given 
on  Tuesday  night.  Missionary  night, 
which  features  short  addresses  by  na¬ 
tionals  from  various  parts  of  the 
world,  will  be  on  Wednesday.  At  a 
number  of  meetings  “World  Glimpses” 
of  three  to  four  minutes  each  win 
bring  us  messages  from  many  parts 
of  our  Fellowship  scattered  through¬ 
out  six  continents  and  sixty  coun¬ 
tries.  The  whole  program  win  come 
to  a  fitting  close  with  the  Induction 
of  the  new  President,  and  the  Coro¬ 
nation  Address  on  Thursday  evening.

Santa  made  a  delayed  but  welcome 
visit  to  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
bringing  an  anonymous  gift  of  $8,020 
on  Tuesday  morning  following  Christ¬ 
mas.  Employees  of  the  Board,  who 
had  Just  returned  from  the  Christina* 
holidays,  were  excited  to  learn  that 
the  morning  mall  brought  a  small 
package  containing  eight  envelopes, 
each  filled  with  $1,000.  One  had  an 
extra  $20  In  It. 

The  package  was  addressed  to  the 
Executive  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Board  and  the  money  was  in  bill* 
ranging  from  $5  to  $500.  There  wai 
no  message  with  the  money  and  no 
indication  as  to  the  Identity  of  the 
donor. 

Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence,  executive  secre¬ 
tary-treasurer  6f  the  Board,  explained 
Shat  since  no  instructions  for  the  use 
of  the  money  had  been  given.  It  would 
be  deposited  to  the  account  of  the 
Board  and  be  used  in  the  regular  ex¬ 
penses  of  mission  work. 

“We  are  grateful  for  this  gift."  he 
said,  “and  pray  that  we  may  use  the 
money  wisely." 

In  the  same  mall  the  Board  received 
a  check  for  $20,000  for  Investment  In 
an  annuity  in  the  church  building 
loan  department.  This  will  enable  the 
Board  to  help  some  church  or  church¬ 
es  In  their  building  problems. 

A  few  days  before  Christmas  Dr. 
James  W.  Middleton,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  came  to  the  office  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  with  a  check  for 
$450  to  be  sent  as  a  Christmas  gift 
to  the  church  at  Ketchikan,  Alaska 
This  was  to  be  the  final  payment  on 
the  lot  for  the  new  church  building 
there.  The  Initial  payment  was  made 
by  the  Atlanta  church  last  summer 
when  Dr.  Middleton  with  four  other 
Southern  Baptist  preachers  were  sent 
by  the  Home  Board  on  a  preaching 
tour  In  Alaska.  Dr.  Middleton  preach¬ 
ed  at  Ketchikan. 

Birmingham  Baptists 
Defeat  Federal  Aid  Plan 

BIRMINGHAM,  Ala.— (RNS)— By  » 
vote  of  380  to  337,  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Birmingham  Baptist  Associa¬ 
tion  defeated  a  recommendation  thsi 
the  Association  seek  federal  aid  for 
expanding  its  hospital  here. 

The  recommendation,  made  earlier 
by  the  Association’s  executive  board, 
would  have  authorized  the  hospital’* 
trustees  to  secure  federal  funds  on  » 
loan  basis  to  enlarge  the  hospital’* 
capacity  from  180  beds  to  380.  If  tb« 
federal  funds  had  been  recured  of 
promised,  the  trustees  had  expected 
to  be  able  to  raise  up  to  $900,000  W 
volunteer  subscriptions  and  by  pri* 
vate  borrowing. 

The  local  hospital,  which  was  op¬ 
erated  by  the  Alabama  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  was  recently  returned  to  the 
Birmingham  Baptist  Association 
which  It  originally  belonged,  becau** 
funds  were  lacking  for  expansion. 

By  voting  against  accepting  federal 
aid,  the  Association  reaffirmed  *» 
action  of  the  Alabama  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  which  In  November  rejected 
a  proposal  to  apply  for  federal  fund* 
to  enlarge  Its  hospitals.  At  that  tlm*. 
opponents  of  federal  aid  expressed 
the  conviction  that  the  move  would 
violate  the  principles  of  Church-Stat* 
separation.
